DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
6/24/2008 has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 6/25/2008 was filed 
after the mailing date of the Final rejection on 10/22/2007. The submission is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Status 

3. Applicant has amended claims 1 , 3-4, 42-43, 49, 57-58, 60-61 and 68; cancelled 
claims 6-41, 50-56 and 70. Consequently claims 1-5, 42-49, 57-69 and 71 are pending 
and will be examined in this action. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant has amended the base claims to incorporate the limitations that were 
being argued in the remarks filed 1/25/2008 to provide unexpected results. Hence in 
view of the amended claim language, Examiner finds the arguments filed on 6/24/2008 
to be persuasive. Cited art does not teach tail to tail arrangement of the particles.

Accordingly the 103 rejection of claims 1-5, 42-49, 57-69 and 71 over Cuenoud & 
Szostak ; Mirkin et al.; Frauendorf & Jaeschke ; Joyce & Breaker ; and Li & Lu has 
been withdrawn. There are no pending rejections. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. The unexpected results cited are applicable to the amended base claims. Hence 
the base claims are allowable. The dependent claims properly depend from the 
amended base claims; hence all the dependent claims are allowable. 

Conclusion 

6. Amended claims 1-5, 42-49, 57-69 and 71 are allowed.
